Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

In  an  effort  to  bolster  up  its  declining  revenues  and  give 
the  public  a hetter  understanding  of  the  operations  of  the  Municipal 
Railway,  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  on  April  27,  1950,  entered  into  a contract  with  the 
J.  Walter  Thompson  Company,  national  advertising  agency,  to  conduct 
a public  information  and  promotion  campaign. 

The  contract  required,  as  a first  step,  a public,  opinion 
survey  in  order  to  determine  the  principal  causes  of  complaint  and 
the  character  of  improvements  desired  by  the  public. 

Upon  completion  of  the  survey,  the  agency  recommended  that 
the  advertising  media  be  restricted  to  the  four  metropolitan  news- 
papers and  to  car  cards  because  of  budgetary  limitations. 

The  following  pages  carry  reproductions  of  all  copy  used 
in  carrying  out  this  program.  Some  of  the  advertisements  were 
repeated. 

Immediate  beneficial  results  were  obtained  in  the  reduction 
of  complaints  and  a twenty-fold  increase  in  commendations.  The 
downward  revenue  trend,  which  has  been  experienced  nationally,  how- 
ever, was  not  halted  until  December,  1950,  when  passenger  revenues 
exceeded  budgetary  estimates.  This  halt  in  riding  habit  decline 
continued  through  January  and  February  in  spite  of  unusually  rainy 
weather— always  an  adverse  influence  on  patronage. 

It  is  the  belief  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  that 
this  program  has  been  a sound  investment  and  should  be  continued.
